Nixon Doctrine In Asia Said Causing Anxiety, Skepticism

WASHINGTON (AP) -- The 


administration's year-old policy 
aimed at shrinking the nation's 
military posture and foreign aid 
programs has created anxiety, 
bewilderment 
and 
skepticism 


throughout Asia, diplomatic 
sources say. 


Japan, meanwhile, is said to 


have emerged as a reluctant 
beneficiary of the so-called 
Nixon Doctrine, which was 


spelled out by the President on 
Guam in August of last year. 


Ranking Asian and American 


officials in 10 countries from 
Japan to Pakistan commented 
in interviews on the effect of the 
doctrine. 


There is agreement that 


Tokyo's prestige and influence 
has soared as non-Communist 
Asia, faced with declining 
American involvements, looks 
to Japan to fill whatever gaps 


the departing Americans may 
leave. 


The prospect of a greatly 


expanded role has somewhat 
alarmed Japanese leaders who 
now are urging the United States 
to go slow in carrying out the 
deAmericanization program in 
Southeast and Northeast Asia. 


The Japanese would much 


prefer to be strictly an economic 
partner while the United States 
continues to shoulder the major 


security burden for the region. 


American officials —stung by 


congressional criticism that U. 
S. sacrifices have succeeded in 
making Southeast Asia safe for 
Japanese investment— are 
calling on the government of 
Prime Minister Eisaku Sato to 
take on more responsibility, 
particularly in stepped up aid to 
Vietnam and Cambodia.

powerful single factor in any 
grouping of Southeast Asian 
nations after the Vietnam war is 
ended. 


The Indians say Hanoi is 


willing to allow South Vietnam a 
separate existence, although it 
may not last for very long — 
perhaps five or ten years. 


The Indians say they would go 


along with a coalition govern- 
ment imposed on Saigon from 
the outside, because it would be 


impossible to hold free elections 
under the present conditions. 


In Vietnam, the Indian view of

government cannot choose to 
share its power without popular 
sanctions.

Nixon Has Staff For Liaison 
With The Outside World

WASHINGTON — Presidents 


for years have had 
their 


legislative liaison staffs, and 
special assistants to deal with 
special problems. But President 
Nixon is the first to have a staff 
for "liaison with the outside 
world." 


Charles Colson was assigned 


this job early this year after 
there had been numerous 
complaints 
of 
presidential 


isolation. Now, Colson has two 
full-time assistants, one part- 
time aide and a secretary, and 
the staff occupies a suite of 
offices in the Executive Office 
Building overlooking the west 
wing of the White House. 


Colson's job is basically that 


of dealing with lobbyists, 
although he prefers the term 
"organized constituencies." In 
his job, he deals with pressures 
generated by labor unions, in- 
dustrial 
groups, 
con- 


servationists, citizens groups, 
farm associations and, as he 
puts it, "any organized lobbying 
group whose objectives may be 
compatible 
with 
the 
ad- 


ministration's." 


Not only does Colson, a 38- 


year-old Boston-born lawyer, 
meet with these groups and hear 
their 
complaints 
and 


suggestions, he does manage for 
them to meet directly with the 
president. This has done much 
to quiet complaints about the 
wall of isolation that had grown 
up about the president. 


THIS PERMANENT liaison 


staff replaces the old method 
that President Nixon used in- 
frequently — that of calling in 
the top leaders of a group or 
industry of profession to discuss 
a specific problem. 


As Colson explained, then the 


initative was with the president 
and he called these meeting 
infrequently. 
Now, the 


inititative is with the pressure 
groups and they might call the 
president's 
attention to a 


problem or situation through 
Colson's office. 


Now also, the pipeline works

$32 Million A Year 


JUAREZ, Mexico (AP) — 


President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz' 
plan to outlaw quickie divorces 
in Mexico would cost this border 
city $3.2 million a year, says the 
man in charge of the municipal 
finances. 


The loss in taxes alone would 


reach $1.4 million to $1.6 million 
annually, Ignatio Duarte, the 
tax collector, said. The rest 
would be living expenses for 
divorce seekers in this city 
across the Rio Grande from El 
Paso, Tex. 


Duarte said Juarez awards 


18,000 quickie divorces every 
year, mostly to Americans. 


Diaz Ordaz is seeking a 


tougher national policy on 
divorce in keeping with "the 
respect that the people of 
Mexico have for the family as an 
institution." 
Current 
law 


requires Mexican citizens to 
wait three months before a final 
decree is granted. But in some 
states — including this state of 
Chihuahua — foreigners can 
obtain a divorce in a day by 
paying the necessary taxes. 


The proposed law would have 


no effect on Mexicans, 
but 


foreigners would have to present 
residency certificates.

Behind which 
ear a man wore the flower 
depended on whether he was 
m arried or not.”

Friendliness was again en­ 
countered in New Zealand. 
“ We’re glad you cam e to 
visit,” Mrs. Bouett said, “ was 
heard over and over again.

I had a touch 
of the flu and the medical care 
w as fabulous.

Why do they throw so many 
obstacles in the way of drivers 
still in their teens? 
This is a 
vitally important question to all 
young drivers since it affects a 
key factor in their lives — their 
use of the automobile fcr their 
personal 
convenience 
and 
pleasure. 
To begin with, there is the 
problem of a teen-ager being 
unable to buy a car on credit 
because he (or she) is a minor, 
and 
the payments 
m ust 
be 
guaranteed by an adult. Then 
there is the slap of a fantastic 
increase in auto liability in­ 
surance rates, just because one 
of the drivers of a car happens to 
be a teen. This alone prevents 
some young people from driving 
because their families simply 
cannot afford the extra cost. 
Then there is the extra w at­ 
chfulness of the police when they 
see cars with teen-age riders — 
police watch for every possible 
infraction of the rules and pass 
<*it traffic tickets freeiy 
to 
young drivers. 
It is plain to see that all of 
these things are “ penalties” of a 
sort. They say, in effect, that 
because you are a teen-age 
driver you are an added threat 
to others and must suffer the 
penalties whether you yourself 
are guilty of careless driving or 
not. On the face of it, it is not 
fair to cautious teen-age drivers 
to be so penalized. Taken as a 
group, however, it is a different 
story. As a group, the teen-age 
driving-accident record is bad — 
several times worse than the 
adult record. So it is painfully 
obvious that SOME teen drivers 
make it tough on all. 
U nfortunately, 
in surance 
companies and traffic officials 
cannot separate the good from 
the bad drivers in advance and 
place the penalties where they 
belong 
They are obliged to 


lump the entire group in an age 
bracket and base their rules and 
regulations on the entire group 
I believe there is something 
the good teen-age drivers can do 
to improve the situation. They 
can make it a point to talk up the 
glaring faults of the bad drivers; 
the reck less, scatter-b rain ed 
types who use their cars to show 
off and endanger others while 
doing it. The offenders deserve 
to be generally recognized and 
ridiculed for the “dopes” they 
really are. Perhaps out and out 
ridicule by fellow teen agers is 
the best way to wake up some of 
the wild ones who believe they 
are such hot-shot drivers.

So it is painfully 


obvious that SOME teen drivers 
make it tough on all 


Unfortunately 
insmance 


companies and tiaffic ofucials 
cannot sepaiate the good from 
the bad driveis in advance and 
place the penalties where they 
belong 
They are obliged to 


lump the entire group in an age 
bracket and base their rules and 
regulations on the entire group 


I believe there is something 


the good teen-age drivers can do 
to improve the situation They 
can make it a point to talk up the 
glaring faults of the bad drivers 
the reckless, scatter brained 
types who use their cars to show 
otf and endanger otheis while

New Pollution Control Act Is 
Carbon Copy O f Last State Bill 
Nixon Has Staff For Liaison 


By DOUG WILLIS 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
toughest air pollution control act 
in the nation was signed by Gov. 
Reagan this past week — vir­ 
tually a carbon copy of year-old 
water pollution penalties the 
state has not yet used against 
anyone. 
Nonetheless, the water quality 
act of last year is considered a 
great success — the most ef­ 
fective weapon state govern­ 
ment has ever had in California 
against pollusters — and there 
are similar expectations for the 
smog bill. 
Key 
provision 
of 
both 
measures is the threat of civil 
fines of up to $6,000 for violation 
of anti-pollution orders. 
And 
each day the violation continues 
is a 
new 
offense and 
new 


potential fine. 
That’s a 
potential fine 
of 
$180,000 a month, enough to tip 
the economic scale to make it 
cheaper to join the battle on 
pollution rather than fight 
controls. 
The most effective weapon in 
the 
Porter-Cologne 
Water 
Quality Act signed ir. July, 1969, 
turned out to be the authority to 
halt new sewer connections to 
inadequate treatment systems, 
tne equivalent of ordering a 
building freeze. 
Such an order against the city 
of San Francisco last March 
created a brief city crisis and 
quick compliance with a costly 
stepped-up new sewage treat­ 
ment construction schedule. 
Sim ilar orders have been 
issued against the cities of San 


Carlos, Belmont, Redwood City, 
Seaside, Carmel and Pacific 
Grove. Those orders have been 
so effective no fines have been 
imposed. 
Unlike water pollution cases, 
most major polluters are in­ 
dustries rather than govern­ 
ment agencies, and state of­ 
ficials expect a quick reaction to 
the threatened fines. 
Although autom obiles and 
other motor vehicles are not 
covered by the new fines, a large 
percentage of air pollution 
sources are. 
Depending on whose statistics 
are used, stationary sources — 
industry, agriculture, public 
dumps and the like — are a 
quarter to three- quarters of air 
pollution problem, particularly 
the visible portion of smog.

Fire Danger High 
In Lassen Forest 


The current prolonged period 
of high temperature and low 
humidity coupled with drying 
winds has caused extreme fire 
danger reports the Lassen 
National Forest. 
A cting Forest Supervisor 
G eorge Roether em phasized 
that the current period of hot dry 
w eather 
presents 
a 
very 
dangerous fire potential in all 
forest and brush covered areas, 
£nd he urged all forest visitors 
to use the utmost caution while 
in the forest. Smoking is per­ 
mitted only in designated areas 
or in cleared spots and Campfire 
Permits are required except in 
the main campgrounds. 
Motorcycle 
and 
trail 
bike 
riders are asked to confine their 
activities to established roads 
during this critical period. 
In 
addition they should be sure 
they have an approved spark 


arrestor in good working order 
on their machines. 
Thus far this year, the Lassen 
National Forest has had a very 
good record of man-caused fires 
with only 13 small fires oc­ 
curring as a result of mans 
carelessness with fire in the 
forest areas. This Roether said 
“Is a result of a more con- 
cientious effort and awareness 
on the part of forest visitors to 
use fire safely and prevent the 
unnecessary 
waste 
and 
destruction caused by forest 
fires.” 
The remainder of August and 
the month of September are 
always the most critical periods 
of the fire season. This time of 
the year, prior to fall rains and 
during the heavy impact of 
hunting season always presents 
the greatest potential f Jr serious 
fires. Roether stated. 


By BILL KENNEDY 
Daily News Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON - Presidents 
for years 
have 
had 
their 
legislative liaison staffs, and 
special assistants to deal with 
special problems. But President 
Nixon is the first to have a staff 
for “liaison with the outside 
world.” 
Charles Colson was assigned 
this job early this year after 
there 
had 
been 
numerous 
complaints 
of 
presidential 
isolation. Now, Colson has two 
full-time assistants, one part- 
time aide and a secretary, and 
the staff occupies a suite of 
offices in the Executive Office 
Building overlooking the west 
wing of the White House. 
Colson’s job is basically that 
of dealing 
with 
lobbyists, 
although he prefers the term 
“organized constituencies.” In 
his job, he deals with pressures 
generated by labor unions, in­ 
dustrial 
groups, 
con­ 
servationists, citizens groups, 
farm associations and, as he 
puts it, “any organized lobbying 
group whose objectives may be 
com patible 
with 
the 
ad­ 
ministration’s.” 
Not only does Colson, a 38- 
year-old Boston-born 
lawyer, 
meet with these groups and hear 
their 
com plaints 
and 
suggestions, he does manage for 
them to meet directly with the 
president. This has done much 
to quiet complaints about the 
wall of isolation that had grown 
up about the president.

“I deal with any and all 
organized groups, including 
hard hats, 
wildlife societies.

Voters, 
homebuilders and unionists.” 


COLSON ESTIMATED he has 
escorted representatives of 
some 50 organizations in to talk 
with the presidents. 
These 
meetings have been held either 
in the president’s Oval Office, or 
the Cabine Room. 
“The 
president 
has 
never 
refused to see a group which I’ve 
recommended,” Colson said. 
“He nearly always runs over the 
allotted time. He always asks a 
lot of questions and is a good 
listener.” 
Among those Colson 
has 
ushered in to see the president 
were delegations from the 
National 
A ssociation 
of 
M an u factu rers, 
N ational 
Grange, National Association of 
Home 
Builders, 
National 
Catholic Education Association, 
labor 
leaders, 
veterans 
representatives and groups 
from the textile industry. 
The new liaison has already 
proved its worth, according to 
White House sources. 
During 
the postal crisis, Colson played a 
major role in striking an ac­ 
commodation with the postal 
unions over the administration’s 
proposed 
post office 
reform 
plan.

recommend guests for White 
House dinners and other affairs. 
This new liaison office ap­ 
parently is proving a boon, not 
only in helping the president 
keep his finger on the pulse of 
various issues — but also for 
groups and organizations from 
throughout the nation who would 
not other wise nave access to the 
president.

Diaz Ordaz is seeking a 
tougher national policy on 
divorce in keeping with “the 
respect that the people of 
Mexico have for the family as an 
institution.” 
Current 
law 
requires Mexican citizens to 
wait three months before a final 
decree is granted. But in some 
states — including this state of 
Chihuahua — foreigners can 
obtain a divorce in a day by 
paying the necessary taxes. 
The proposed law would have 
no effect 
on Mexicans, 
but 
foreigners would have to present 
residency certificates.

The Westside counties of the Sacramento Valley want water 
They need water. They must have water. 


And soon. 


In Glenn, Colusa, Yolo, Solano and Lake Counties water tables 
are plunging, threatening irrigated crops already being produced. 
And tens of thousands of dry-farmed acres are being harvested to 
barley, wheat and other surplus crops which, in the face of sky-high 
interest rates and depressed prices, threaten farmers with 
bankruptcy. 


The answer to their problem is water —■ water from the 
Tehama-Colusa Canal. 


But the canal is lagging. It is now proceeding at a rate of about 
half the original timetable. 


It must be speeded. The Westside cannot wait another decade 
or more for the water it needs within the next few years. 


Meanwhile, the governments investment is skyrocketing and 
no land is irrigated to start repaying the mammoth debt. More than 
$30 million have been spent, yet not a single acre is irrigated. 


Interest costs must be paid. The longer the canal is delayed, the 
more money the government will lose on its investment. 


During the present 1970-71 fiscal year ending next June 30 $7 
million will be spent to complete the $9 million salmon-spawning 
project on the upper reaches of the canal — just below the Red Bluff 
Diversion Dam. It is a good project; it will produce some 170,000 
adult salmon per year, enhancing both sports and commercial 
fishing. 


However, for the federal government to begin reaping any 
money benefits from its huge investment, land must be irrigated. 
Reach 3, extending the canal south to the Orland-Artois Water 
District, must be completed and, even more important, Reach 4, 
extending the canal south below Willows, must be completed. At 
that point some 100,000 acres of land will be put under irrigation — 
about one-half of the total acreage within the 122 miles of canal 
service area. 


By present schedule, bids will be awarded next August for $6.5 
million Reach 3, carrying the canal southward from Stony Creek 
east of Orland to Wilson Creek between Willows and Artois. Bids 
will be awarded a year later for the $6.5 million Reach 4, extending 
the canal south to Logan Creek below Willows. 


Bids for both reaches should be awarded next August. The total 
sum of about $13 million is not great when you consider that no 
substantial amount of the federal government’s debt can begin to 
be repaid until Reach 4 is completed. 


The entire Westside must launch a well-planned, hard-hitting 
campaign to bring this about. The logical leader for this effort is the 
Westside Canal Association, working through its aggressive and 
effective representatives in Congress, Robert L. Leggett and 
Harold T. “Bizz” Johnson. 


In recent months the Westside Canal Association has expanded 
its membership, as suggested in these columns about a year ago 
following a down-to-earth meeting in Willows. It now represents not 
only boards of supervisors of the eight interested counties but 
water districts and other concerned entities as well. 


Let’s all get together with Bob Leggett and Bizz Johnson. Let’s 
plan to have the greatest possible representation at hearings next 
spring on the 1971-72 fiscal budget. 


Let’s move forward. 


We have the need. We have the will. We have the political 
strength. 


Let’s get rolling. — E. F. D.

pressure from the National Rifle 
Association and members of 
Congress, Secretary of Defense 
Mel Laird has quietly agreed to 
provide at least $70,000 in 
military support for the NRA- 
sponsored 1970 World Shooting 
Championships. 
By allowing the private gun 
lobby’s shooting match to be 
publicly 
subsidized, 
Laird 
overruled vigorous objections 
from Army Under Secretary 
Thaddeus Beal. The Army was 
being asked for most of the 
support. 
Until recently, the Pentagon 
provided all-out assistance to 
the NRA’s annual national 
competition. But this came to an 
abrupt end when controversy 
erupted over the association’s 
high pressure lobbying against 
gun control after Senator Robert 
F. Kennedy’s assassination. 
Undaunted, the NRA and its 
friends in Washington again 
rallied to hit up the Pentagon for 
help during this year’s world­ 
wide event. The International 
Championship is being held in 
this country under NRA spon­ 
sorship for the first time. 
Contestants from 60 nations will 
take part. 
The backstage maneuvering 
began last spring when the 
association submitted a huge 
shopping list of requested 
assistance to the Pentagon. The 
NRA, which is used to getting its 
way in Washington, 
wanted 
everything from a motion- 
picture detachment to a team of 
linguists. 
The request got an icy 
reception from the Army. 
In a private memo June 2, 
Undersecretary Beal declared: 
“There is neither precedent nor 
regulatory 
authority 
for 
providing personnel support to a 
purely 
civ ilian-sponsored 
shooting event conducted off a 
military installation. 
“ Austere 
funding 
and 
reduction 
of 
program m ed 
resources by the Department... 
preclude the provision of either 
support personnel or equipment 
to the NRA.” 
But Beal’s argument was lost 
on Laird, who was feeling the 
heat from Capitol Hill. 
For one thing, Texas Rep. 
George Mahon’s mighty Ap­ 
propriations Committee had 
urged Pentagon support for the 
shooting contest. 
For another, Rep. John J. 
Rhodes and Sen. Barry Gold- 
w ater 
, 
both 
Arizona 
Republicans, 
were 
asking 
m ilitary assistance for the 
event. It will be held at Black 
Canyon in their home state from 
Oct. 12 to 26. 
So Laird’s office asked the 
Army to take another look and 
consider a shortened shopping 
lift. 
On July 27, Deputy Under 
Secretary of the Army David H. 
Ward again pr< tested that even

telephone caller in official 
Washington. A secretary 
or 
recording device may be taking 
down every word. Or an entire 
roomful of people could be 
listening in on a squawk box. 


Congressman John Moss, (D- 
Calif.) has ordered a probe of 
this insidious practice. He has 
dem anded information from 
more than 50 government offices 
on 
possible 
telephonic 
eavesdropping. Moss instructed 
his Government Operations 
subcommittee staff to question 
each agency via a written form. 
The reports are to be submitted 
to him by Sept. 1. 


The questionnaire seeks in­ 
formation on which agencies 
allow a secretary to listen in, 
which use electronic “ third- 
party” eavesdroppers, and how 
much it costs the taxpayer to 
have his calls monitored without 
his knowing it. 
The Congressman also asked 
what offices have regulations on 
eavesdropping and which ones 
simply allow a third ear to be 
summoned 
to 
the 
phone 
whenever wanted. 


Moss took a similar survey in 
1962 and found that of 37 
agencies questioned, 33 per­ 
m itted 
monitoring. 
Nine 
agencies could see no reason for 
regulating the practice. Both the 
CIA and Justice Department 
told him explicitly that they 
planned to keep it up.

It is sus­ 
pected that he Is allergic to 
dust. How can we possibly 
keep his room free of dust 
when the air all around ua Is 
so polluted? 
Mrs. A. W. R„ Illinois 
Dear Mrs. R.: The truth of 
what you say 
is so obvious 
that I hardly 
k n o w where 
to begin. In a 
recent column. 
I wrote of pol­ 
lution talk by 
p o l i t i c o s 
wanting 
t o 
g e t on th e 
vote - getting 
bandwagon by 
this new-fan- 
popularity. So 
far, all that happens is that 
they exhale their own volu­ 
minous gasses as they point 
to the smokestacks belching 
the filth that surrounds us. 
The asthmatic child pays a 
special penalty for this dis­ 
graceful neglect when actual­ 
ly, modern technology could 
clean up this mess in a yeur. 
A few suggestions may be 
helpful. Use non-allergic mate­ 
rial to cover pillows and mat­ 
tresses. 
Rubberized material 
rather than dust-collecting up­ 
holstered fabrics are an ad­ 
vantage. 
Avoid feather and kupok 
pillows. It has even been sug­ 
gested that foam rubber pil­ 
lows may be a contributing 
factor to asthmatic attacks 
because mold can collect on 
foam rubber, especially when 
It la damp. If used cover them 
tightly. 
Linoleum on the floor is nut 
as 
dust-collecting 
as 
rugs. 
Stuffed animals tend to col­ 
lect dust and should be washed 
frequently. As you have un­ 


doubtedly found out, it is vir­ 
tually impossible to make a 
house 
dustproof. 
However, 
there now are some excellent 
electro-static air filters which 
seem to be effective. 
I have warned many fami­ 
lies not to m a k e a sudden 
change to a new climate in 
the hope that this will be 
their salvation. Far too often, 
such a drastic move Is made 
only to find that dust and 
other factors that cause asth­ 
ma continue In the new geo­ 
graphical area. 
It is wiser to test out a new 
climate for a short while to 
find out if your child will be 
free of these asthmatic at­ 
tacks before making a per­ 
manent move. 
It is most unusual that dust 
is the only offending sub­ 
stance. A thorough allergic 
study may reveal a combina­ 
tion of substances that are re­ 
sponsible 
for 
the 
asthma. 
C a r e f u l desensltlzation to 
these offenders will probably 
be a greater contribution to 
his welfare than the attempt 
to free his room of dust. Re­ 
member, toe, that the child 
cannot be isolated in a single 
room without imposing great 
psychological damage, another 
important cause of repeated 
asthmatic attacks.

interest rates and depressed prices, threaten farmers with 
bankruptcy.

But the canal is lagging. It is now proceeding at a rate of about 


half the original timetable 


It must be speeded. The Westside cannot wait another decade 


or more for the water it needs within the next few years 


Meanwhile, the governments investment is skyrocketing and 


no land is irrigated to start repaying the mammoth debt More than 
$30 million have been spent, yet not a sir.gle acre is irrigated. 


Interest costs must be paid. The longer the canal is delayed, the 


more money the government will lose on its investment 


During the present 1970-71 fiscal year ending next June 30 $7 


million will be spent to complete the $9 million salmon-spawning 
project on the upper reaches of the canal — just below the Red Bluff 
Diversion Dam. It is a good project; it will produce some 170,000 
adult salmon per year, enhancing both sports and commercial 
fishing. 


However, for the federal government to begin reaping any 


money benefits from its huge investment, land must be irrigated. 
Reach 3. extending the canal south to the Orland-Artois Water 
District, must be completed and, even more important, Reach 4, 
extending the canal south below Willows, must be completed. At 
that point some 100,000 acres of land will be put under irrigation — 
about one-half of the total acreage within the 122 miles of canal 
service area. 


By present schedule, bids will be awarded next August for $6.5 


million Reach 3, carrying the canal southward from Stony Creek 
east of Orland to Wilson Creek between Willows and Artois. Bids 
will be awarded a year later for the $6.5 million Reach 4, extending 
the canal south to Logan Creek below Willows 


Bids for both reaches should be awarded next August The total 


sum of about $13 million is not great when you consider that no 
substantial amount of the federal government's debt can begin to 
be repaid until Reach 4 is completed. 


The entire Westside must launch a well-planned, hard-hitting 


campaign to bring this about. The logical leader for this effort is the 
Westside Canal Association, working through its aggressive and 
effective representatives in Congress, Robert L. Leggett and 
Harold T. "Bizz" Johnson. 


In recent months the Westside Canal Association has expanded 


its membership, as suggested in these columns about a year ago 
following a down-to-earth meeting in Willows It now represents not 
only boards of supervisors of the eight interested counties but 
water districts and other concerned entities as well. 


Let's all get together with Bob Leggett and Bizz Johnson. Let's 


plan to have the greatest possible representation at hearings next 
spring on the 1971-72 fiscal budget.

$70,000 Support 
For Shooting Contest 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON 
— Under 


pressure from the National Rifle 
Association and members of 
Congress, Secretary of Defense 
Mel Laird has quietly agreed to 
provide at least $70,000 in 
military support for the NRA- 
sponsored 1970 World Shooting 
Championships. 


By allowing the private gun 


lobby's shooting match to be 
publicly 
subsidized, 
Laird 


overruled vigorous objections 
from Army Under Secretary 
Thaddeus Beal. The Army was 
being asked for most of the 
support. 


Until recently, the Pentagon 


provided all-out assistance to 
the NRA's annual national 
competition But this came to an 
abrupt end when controversy 
erupted over the association's 
high pressure lobbying against 
gun control after Senator Robert 
F Kennedy's assassination. 


Undaunted, the NRA and its 


friends in Washington again 
rallied to hit up the Pentagon for 
help during this year's world- 
wide event. The International 
Championship is being held in 
this country under NRA spon- 
sorship for the first time. 
Contestants from 60 nations will 
take part 


The backstage maneuvering 


began last spring when the 
association submitted a huge 
shopping list of requested 
assistance to the Pentagon The 
NRA, which is used to getting its 
way m Washington, wanted 
everything from a motion- 
picture detachment to a team of 
linguists 


The request got an icy 


reception from the Army. 


In a private memo June 2, 


Undersecretary Beal declared. 
"There is neither precedent nor 
regulatory 
authority 
for 


providing personnel support to a 
purely civilian-sponsored 
shooting event conducted off a 
military installation. 


"Austere 
funding 
and 


reduction 
of 
programmed 


lesources by the Department 
preclude the provision of either 
support peisonnel or equipment 
to the NRA " 


But Beal's argument was lost 


on Laird, who was feeling the 
heat from Capitol Hill. 


For one thing, Texas Rep. 


George Mahon's mighty Ap- 
propriations Committee had 
urged Pentagon support for the 
shooting contest 


For another, Rep. John J 


Rhodes and Sen Barry Gold- 
water 
, 
both 
Arizona 


Republicans, 
were 
asking 


military assistance for the 
event. It will be held at Black 
Canyon m their home state from 
Oct 12 to 26 


So Laird's oft ice asked the 


Army to take another look and 
consider a shortened shopping 
list 


On July 27, Deputy Under 


Secretary of the Army David H. 
Ward again pr< tested that even 
the shortened NRA request 
should be flatly rejected 


Two days later, Laird's final 


decision was made known in a 
private message to Ward from 
Acting Under Secretary of 
Defense Vice Admiral W P 
Mack. "The Secretary of 
Defense desires that the sup- 
port. . be furnished," it read 


The result: The Army will 


provide the NRA a radio com- 
munications system with two 
mechanics and six operators, 22 
field telephones, four general 
purpose tents, two supply of- 
ficers and eight duty soldiers, 


two first aid stations with two 
ambulances 
and 
qualified 


medical personnel, four small 
arms vans, four armorers and 68 
officers and enlisted men to 
"command, control and operate 
equipment " 


The total cost of the Army's 


share will be $62,000 The Navy 
and Air Force will chip in 
assistance worth an extra 
$10,000.

eavesdropping Moss instructed 
his Government Operations 
subcommittee staff to question 
each agency via a written form. 
The reports are to be submitted 
to him by Sept. 1. 


The questionnaire seeks in- 


formation on which agencies 
allow a secretary to listen in, 
which use electronic "third- 
party" eavesdroppers, and how 
much it costs the taxpayer to 
have his calls monitored without 
his knowing it. 


The Congressman also asked 


what offices have regulations on 
eavesdropping and which ones 
simply allow a third ear to be 
summoned 
to 
the 
phone 


whenever wanted 


Moss took a similar survey in 


1962 
and 
found that of 37 


agencies questioned, 33 per- 
mitted 
monitoring 
Nine 


agencies could see no reason for 
regulating the practice. Both the 
CIA and Justice Department 
told him explicitly that they 
planned to keep it up.

victory,” Unruh insisted

Tunney Prayer Resolution 


The first Sunday of each 
month would become a National 
Day of Prayer for American 
prisoners of war held by North 
Vietnam according 
to a 
resolution introduced this week 
by Rep. John V. Tunney. 
“This kind of national concern 
would show Hanoi that although 
Americans hold varying views 
on the war itself, they are united 
in their demand that the North 
Vietnamese threat American 
prisoners humanely,” Tunney 
said in a statement released in 
Los Angeles. 
Tunney, candidate for the U.S. 
Senate, said “humane” treat­ 


ment would include providing 
the U.S. with identification of all 
American prisoners, allowing 
co m m u n icatio n betw een 
prisoners and their families, 
allowing food and medical 
shipments to reach prisoners, 
and entering into negotiations 
with the U.S. for their quick 
release. 
Tunney said the idea for a 
National Day of Prayer came 
from a constituent in Calimesa 
(Riverside County) who urged 
that the monthly outpouring of 
prayer by Americans of all 
faiths “continue until all our 
men are home from Hanoi’s 


prisons.” 
In a talk last week in San 
Diego to “Concern for Prisoners 
of War, Inc.”, a citizens’ group 
working for the identification, 
treatm ent and release of 
American POWs, Tunney said 
the plight of the prisoners 
"should be the top item on the 
United States’ agenda” at the 
Paris peace talks. 


Hayakawa Impressed 
With Militancy Of 
Japanese Students 


KURASHIKI, Japan (AP) — 
President S. I. Hayakawa of San 
Francisco State College appears 
impressed with the militancy of 
Japanese students. 
“I was very surprised to see 
Japanese students wearing 
helmets and armed with sticks,” 
said Hayakawa, here on his first 
visit to Japan/ in four years to 
see his parents. 
“They were well organized 
under a leader and it seemed to 
me they were militaristic,” said 
Hayakawa after watching 
movies of student demon­ 
strations in Japan. 
“I understand that Japanese 
students have a clear-cut 
ideology but are divided in many 
ways,” said the Japanese- 
American educator who will 
remain in Japan another week 
before returning to San Fran­ 
cisco. His parents live in 
Yamanashi Prefecture about 50 
miles west of Tokyo. 
Discussing university-student 
problems, including those he has 
weathered at San Francisco 
State, Hayakawa said he 
favored more discussions to 
solve problems “but if the 
students’ 
demands 
are 
unreasonable and unreachable, 
we must think first of how to 
prevent violence.” 


Tunney noted that in addition 
to refusing to negotiate for the 
Americans’ release, Hanoi has 
refused to give the U.S. in­ 
formation on 41 of the 376 
prisoners listed by the U.S.
